I t is now almost four wars since the armistice was signed and 
the world war brought to an end. 
During those four years touch 
has been said for and against paymg adjusted com jam HSI ion to 
American boys, who were compelled by their country to le a v e 
their tasks for which, owing to the strong demand for Jailor re­ 
sulting from the war, they were receiving a high rate of compen­ 
sation to take their places in ihe various branches of the army 
and navy. 
And new, after much pressure has been brought to lw*ar upon 
congress, both houses Iva ce passed such a bill, which has been 
sent to the president for his signature. 
Thoee close to the chief 
executive say that he will veto the measure, and if he does he will 
be acting in accordance with hA previously expressed intention. 
President Harding said when the bill was up for consideration 
in the house and senate that, unless it carried within it a means 
of raising the money necessary to pay the compensation, he would 
be comjvclled to veto it. 
If the bill is returned to < ogress by presidential veto, con­ 
gress may be able to muster sufficient votes to pass it over the 
veto, and the president will be required to shoulder the respon­ 
sibility for seeking to prevent the measure from loom ing a law. 
But, even though one may enthusiastically favor the adjusted 
compensation measure and feel that the men who served with the 
forces of the United States will not be I airly treated until ihe com­ 
pensation is paid, neverth eless there is much to Im* said for the 
president’s attitude, and his veto of the bill will prove his con­ 
sistency, and his refusal to be rushed into a position by the 
pressure of legislators. 
The president's position was fully known to congress before 
the bill was pushed thiough the house and the senate, and every 
opportunity vvajI given Congressmen and senators to make the 
measure conform to the wish of the chief executive who is re­ 
sponsible in a definite sense for the execution of those measures 
which congress puts upon the statute books. And the president’s 
insistence that the bill include some method for paying the large 
amount voted to ex-soldiers by its provisions is prompted by 
business sagacity. Bills against the treasury of the United S t a t e s , 
however thoughts of the wealth of the nation may arise in the 
mind, or the enormous profits of the profiteers may be 
emem- 
bered, cannot be paid unless, provision is made for their payment. 
Congressmen know this full well, and whik* it would be un­ 
charitable to charge that they passed the measure with the assur­ 
ance and expectation of toe veto, so that they themselves would 
be relieved of criticism from ex-soldiers who are also voters, it is 
quite evident that they desired to gain the approval of those who 
dec ired the bill by passing it, and of others who were opposed .o 
the measure by refusing a means of payment, thereby putting the 
matter up to the nation’s business head who is responsible to the 
people for the functioning of the departments of the government 
and who had already expressed his determination to veto a meas­ 
ure which did not arrange to meet Ihe payments voted from tin 
treasury by the provisions of the bill. 
We say again that President Harding’® position is logical, 
consistent and sensible, and it will be for members of congress, 
who failed to find a means of paying the fiddler after calling for 
the tune, to explain their failure to the ex-soldiers, and their 
friends who believe in the justice oi their claims.

The nation* of Europe in conference at Versailles attempted 
to adjust boundaries in such a way that the conquered would suf­ 
fer territorial reduction; nations adjacent to conquered territo­ 
ries, who had been friendly to the allies, rewarded; while they 
themselves sought to so dispose of the fruits of Victory as to gain 
for themselves a position of dominance of the affairs of Europe. 
Turkey having thrown her forces to the Central Empire, to suf­ 
fer defeat in the breakdown of the resist enc e of the allies of Git 
many, was one of those nations from which, by the resultant 
treaty, territory was taken to bt* given to the friends of the allice 
nations. 
But now, four years after the termination of hostilities 
Turkey refuses to stay put, and in conflict with the Greeks hns 
proved the strength of her forces, the enthusiasm of her subjects 
in the cause, and that her leadership commands the respect o 
her citizens. 
In the recent events of this hot bed of racial prejudice it has 
been demonstrated once more lit at the dictations of force only 
stand until the worm turns. 
Force is only effective so long as i 
predominates but as soon as the conquered have organized their 
forces they may be in turn the conquerors. 
And Turkey, con 
tillered but a few years ago and subject to the determination ct 
her conquerors, is now in a position where she can offer terms 
which it accepted will restore much of her territory together with 
her sell respect, but which, if rejected, may lead to another war 
whose spread can no more be determined today than could the 
extent of the world war be measured when the first shot was 
fired. 
This trouble has originated in Europe’s storm center and its 
consequences cannot be determined, 
lf the three strong powers, 
England, France and Italy, will make such concessions as will 
save the face of Turkey there is every reason to hope that the 
peace of the world will be preserved; but if their councillors seek 
to crush the aspirations, of not only those who are at present en­ 
gaged in the conflict but of the Mohammedan people, a conflict 
which will spread to those far distant points of Mohammedan 
influence may result, 
lf only the nations can bury jealousies, 
give Turkey honoraole treatment, preserve the freedom of the 
Dardanelle® and Constantinople, net for selfish advantage but for 
the world’s be^t interests, war may be avoided. 
The. present situation teaches once more this important les­ 
son: Force does not ultimately settle vexed questions between na­ 
tions. 
And it suggests that some association of nations must 
be perfected who in conference will give heed to the claims of 
peoples, honestly and equitably pass upon these, and give their 
united strength to seeing that fair play prevails among the na­ 
tions. 
What is \vanted is an umpire with authority to order un 
ruly players from the field.

THE HOVI S BILL 


It is now almost four years since the armistice was signed and 
the world war brought lo an end. 
During those four years rhuch 
has been said for and against paying adjusted compensation to 
American boys, who were compelled by their country to leave 
their tasks for which, owing to the strong demand for labor re­ 
sulting from the war, they were receiving a high rate of compen­ 
sation to take their places in the various branches of the army 
and navy. 
And now, after much pressure has been brought to bear upon 
congress, both houses have passed such a hill, which has been 
sent to the president for his signature. 
Those close to the chief 
executive say that he will veto the measure, and if he does he will 
be acting in accordance with his previously expressed intention. 
President Harding said when the hill was up for consideration 
in the hou-se and senate that, unless it carried within it a means 
of raising the money necessary to pay the compensation, he would 
be compelled to veto it. 
If the hill is returned to congress by presidential veto, con­ 
gress may be able to muster sufficient votes to pass it over the 
veto, and the president will be required to shoulder the resjion- 
sibility for seeking to prevent the measure from becoming a law. 
But, even though one may enthusiastically favor the adjusted 
compensation measure and feel that the men who served with the 
forces of the United States will not be fairly treated until the com­ 
pensation is paid, nevertheless there is much to be said for the 
president’s attitude, and his veto of the bill will prove his con­ 
sistency, and his refusal to he rushed into a position by the 
pressure of legislators. 
The president’s position was fully known to congress before 
the bill was pushed through the house and the senate, and every 
opportunity waH given congressmen and senators to make the 
measure conform to the wish of the chief executive who is re­ 
sponsible in a definite sense for the execution of those measures 
which congress puts upon the statute books. And the president’s 
insistence that the bill include some method for paying the large 
amount voted to ex-soldiers by its provisions is prompted by 
business sagacity. Bills against the treasury of the United Slates, 
however throughts of the wealth of the nation may arise in the 
mind, or the enormous profits of the profiteers may be remem­ 
bered, cannot be paid unless provision is made for their payment. 
Congressmen know this full well, and white it would he un­ 
charitable to charge that they passed the measure with the assur­ 
ance and expectation of toe veto, so that they themselves would 
be relieved of criticism from ex-soldiers who are also voters, it is 
quite evident that they desired to gain the approval of those who 
decired the bill by passing it, and of others who were opposed co 
the measure by refusing a means of payment, thereby putting the 
matter up to the nation’s business head who is responsible to the 
people for the functioning of the departments of the government 
and who had already expressed his determination to veto a meas­ 
ure which did not arrange to meet the payments voted from the 
treasury by the provisions of the bill. 
We say again that President Harding’s position is logical, 
consistent and sensible, and it will be for members of congress, 
who failed to find a means of paying the fiddler after calling for 
the tune, to explain their failure to the ex-soldiers, and their 
friends who believe in the justice of their claims.

THE HOH EH WAR’S AFTERMATH 


The nations of Europe in conference at Versailles attempted 
to adjust boundaries in such a way that the conquered would suf­ 
fer territorial reduction; nations adjacent to conquered territo­ 
ries, who had been friendly to the allies, rewarded; while they 
themselves sought to so dispose of the fruits of victory as to gain 
for themselves a position of dominance of the affairs of Europe. 
Turkey having thrown her forces to the Central Empire, to suf­ 
fer defeat in the breakdown of the resistance of the allies of Ger­ 
many, was one of those nations from which, by the resultant 
treaty, territory was taken to be given to the friends of the allied 
nations. But now, four years after the termination of hostilities, 
Turkey refuses to stay put, and in conflict with the Greeks has 
proved the strength of her forces, the enthusiasm of her subjects 
in the cause, and that her leadership commands the respect of 
her citizens. 
In the recent events of this hot bed of racial prejudice it has 
been demonstrated once more htat the dictations of force only 
stand until the worm turns. 
Force is only effective so long as it 
predominates but as soon as the conquered have organized their 
forces they may be in turn the conquerors. 
And Turkey, con­ 
quered but a few years ago and subject to the determination of 
her conquerors, is now in a position where she can offer terms 
which ii accepted will restore much of her territory together with 
her sell respect, but which, if rejected, may lead to another war 
whose spread can no more be determined today than could the 
extent of the world war be measured when tho first shot was 
fired. 
This trouble has originated in Europe’s storm center and its 
consequences cannot be determined. 
If the three strong powers, 
England, Fiance and Italy, will make such concessions as will 
save the face of Turkey there is every reason to hope that the 
peace of the world will be preserved; but if their councillors seek 
to crush the aspirations, ot not only those who are at present, en­ 
gaged in the conflict but of the Mohammedan people, a conflict 
which will spread to those far distant points of Mohammedan 
influence may result. 
If only the nations can bury jealousies, 
give Turkey honorable treatment, preserve the freedom of the 
Dardenelles and Constantinople, net for selfish advantage but for 
the World’s best interests, war may be avoided. 
The. present situation teaches once more this important les­ 
son: Force does not ultimately settle vexed questions between na­ 
tions. 
And it suggests that some association of nations must 
be perfected who in conference will give heed to the cteims of 
peoples, honestly and equitably pass upon these, arid give their 
united strength to seeing that fair play prevails among the na­ 
tions. What is wanted Is an umpire with authority to order un­ 
ruly players from the field.

To Former Employes of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Co.Now On Strike 


This morning's edition of the Minneapolis Tribune gives an ac­ 
count of an address delivered by Mr. R. A. Henning, at a meeting of 
railroad men at the Assembly Room in the Minneapolis Courthouse 
last evening, from which I quote the following: 
“ The Conference also was given information thal the Burlington Road was 
willing to subscribe to the agreement provided the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific came along. 
1 called Mr. Donnelly, President of the Northern 
Pacific, over long distance phone, but he told me that under no circumstances 
would the Northern Pacific be will ng to accept. 
“ I gave this information to B. M. J ewell, head of the Railway Employes De­ 
partment of the American Federation of Labor. 
Shortly afterwards we received 
information from the East that there was a possibility of both the Northern Pa­ 
cific and the Great Northern s gning up before the tifteen-day limit, provided in 
the agreement, ex pired.” 
In the negotiations I have had with Mr. Henning since the strike 
began I have not known of any instance in which he has told an un­ 
truth, and, therefore, I assume that he did receive the information, 
which in the passage above quoted he says was received “ from the 
East.” 
Who gave it he does not say, nor do I know or even suspect. 
Certainly no one having authority to speak for the Northern Pacific 
gave it, and my purpose in addressing this communication to you is 
to say to you, directly, that whoever gave it, the information is in­ 
correct. 
# 
There is not the remotest possibility that the Northern Pacific 
will accept the proposed basis of settlement within fifteen days, or at 
any time. 
I say this regretfully, because the management would be 
glad to see restored to their former positions all of our former em­ 
ployes, ex cepting a few who have disregarded all rules for conduct­ 
ing, fairly, a struggle such as that in which we are engaged. 
It was 
this desire which moved us to keep your places open until long after 
other lines had begun to employ new men, and it was the same desire 
which occasioned our participation in the settlement negotiations in 
New York three weeks ago. 
All of our efforts failed because your leaders declined in J uly, 
and again in August, to accept a settlement at least as favorable to 
you as the settlement which they accepted in Chicago last Wednes­ 
day, and it is to me a matter of deep regret that what we were able 
and willing to do in J uly, and again in August, we cannot do now 
without sacrificing men whose fidelity to us has given them the right 
to ex pect that we will not betray them.

To Former Employes of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Co.Now On Strike 


This morning’s edition of the Minneapolis Tribune gives an ac­ 
count of an address delivered by Mr. R. A. Henning, at a meeting of 
railroad men at the Assembly Room in the Minneapolis Courthouse 
last evening, from which I quote the following: 
“The Conference also was given information that the Burlington Road was 
willing to subscribe to the agreement provided the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific came along. 
I called Mr. Donnetly, President of the Northern 
Pacific, over long distance phone, but he told me that under no circumstances 
would the Northern Pacific be wili ng to accept. 
“I gave this information to B. M. Jewell, head of the Railway Employes’ De­ 
partment of the American Federation of Labor. 
Shortly afterwards we received 
information from the East that there was a possibility of both the Northern Pa­ 
cific and the Great Northern s'gning up before the fifteen-day limit, provided in 
the agreement, expired.” 
In the negotiations I have had with Mr. Henning since the strike 
began I have not known of any instance in which he has told an un­ 
truth, and, therefore, I assume that he did receive the information, 
which in the passage above quoted he says was received “from the 
East.” 
Who gave it he does not say, nor do I know or even suspect. 
Certainly no one having authority to speak for the Northern Pacific 
gave it, and my purpose in addressing this communication to you is 
to say to you, directly, that whoever gave it, the information is in­ 
correct.

There is not the remotest possibility that the Northern Pacific 
will accept the proposed basis of settlement within fifteen days, or at 
any time. I say this regretfully, because the management would be 
glad to see restored to their former positions all of our former em­ 
ployes, excepting a few who have disregarded all rules for conduct­ 
ing, fairly, a struggle such as that in which we are engaged. It was 
this desire which moved us to keep your places open until long after 
other lines had begun to employ new men, and it was the same desire 
which occasioned our participation in the settlement negotiations in 
New York three weeks ago. 
All of our efforts failed because your leaders declined in July, 
and again in August, to accept a settlement at least as favorable to 
you as the settlement which they accepted in Chicago last Wednes­ 
day, and it is to me a matter of deep regret that what we were able 
and willing to do in July, and again in August, we cannot do now 
without sacrificing men whose fidelity to us has given them the right 
to expect that we will not betray them.
